Fall. rains are neither common 
nor popular in this part of the 


world, When one does come it in-, 


duces calculations, not in the di- 


rection of the amount of good con-| 


ferred, but as to the amount of 
damage done. Time is scarce in 
the autumn in this Western land, 
and every day lost means that so 
much less of the grain crop can 
be got to the lake-head before the 
freeze-up. 

The break in the weather at the 
last week-end was only about 
long enough and severe enough 
to remind us that the sort of 
weather’ we have been ‘having 
cannot last forever, and that it is 
time to get things in shape for 
winter, Not that the warning 
was particularly needed, for the 
preparations for winter are well 
advanced, all things considered. 
The grain crops have been harvest- 
ed and much of the threshing 
done, while the digging’ of root 
crops started earlier than is com- 
mon. The recollection of what 
happened a year ago has made it- 
self apparent in the potato 


- patches, and in the city at least 


the bulk of the ‘‘spud’’ crop is 
now in the cellars. The gardeners 
evidently came to a very general 
and very firm resolution that the 
frost would not ‘‘beat them to 
it’’ again this year. 

The wetting will make it neces- 
sary to rush grain to the drying 
elevators, thus further congesting 
the traffic difficulties and cutting 
a margin from the profits of the 
farmers at points where cars can- 
not be obtained, That, and the 
loss of time appears to about sum 
up the adverse results of the un- 
seasonable downpour; and the loss 
of time discounted by the fact 
that continuously favorable weath- 
er had enabled the harvesting op- 
erations to be carried on without 
previous interruption. Even with 
two days idle, last week the farm- 
ers have lost less’ time this fall 
through bad weather than has to 
be counted on ds an average.

The Munson people state the short- 
age to be very serious {tn the'r local- 
Ity, and tn their wire declare all ele- 
vators at,Munson are blocked and 
that at the present time there is little 
sale for wheat, a condition which adde 
materially to the difficulty. 

Raltlways Will Do Best They Can 

“You can depend upon it that the 
railway companies will do all in their | 
power to meet the car shortage when | 
it does arise, and that the efforts they ! 
extend will be vigorous and with the 
set purpose of serving the public. 
Rallways do not wish to lose business 
any more than merchants, but rall- 
ways, like merchants, sometimes find 
the demand so heavy that !t puts them 
tothe test to supply it just at the ime 
when the supplies are needed.” 

Such was the comment of a local 
freight official Thureday in reference 
to the controversy anent railway car 
shortage. He does not think that re- 
solutions to the board of railway 
commiss‘oners will accomplish a great 
deal, and explains that the commis- 
sioners themselves and railway offl- 
cials also, realize, even more than the 
shippers, just what the situation Is, 
and what it will be. And all of them 
will do their utmost to meet the con- 
dition to the satisfaction of the pub- 
ie.

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Decline In Cost of Living Is 
Noted In Canada Says Report 


Issued By 


Labor Pirartikoat 


Increases in Cost of Living in United States Agree Closely 
With Those in Canada, Says Department.—Decreases 
Are Seen Between March and July of Present Year. 


Ottawa, Sept. 30—(Cansdian Press) 
+-Wurther declines in the cost of Iiv- 
ing throughout Canada are to be ex- 
pected. A statement from the labor 
department says that the declines in 
prices already noted appear to be the 
beginning of a downward movement 
toward pre-wer levele. Between March 
and July the retail prices of clothing 
in the United tSates were found to 
have fallen four per cent., the de- 
creases being pronounced in woollen 
clothing while woollen yarn goods, 
shoes, blouses, and muslin undérwear 
dropped slightly, but cotton yarn 
goods, hosiery, knit underwear, shirts 
and overalls, gloves and hats adyanc- 
ed. The great cuts announced after 
the overall and old clothes campaign, 
appear to have been chiefly in season- 
e! goods and due to the late spring as 


cases the Increase since the beginning 
of the was is 105 per cent, but food, 
rent arid clothing appear to have risen 
somewhat more jn the United States, 
while fuel advanced more in Canada. 
Differences In methods of calculation 
however, account partly for these dif- 
ferences, as well as differences in cli- 


mate and commercial conditions, 
In December, 1918, the average 
weekly cost of a family budget in 


Canada, according to labor departmen’ 
statistics, was: Food $7.75; fuel $1.88; 
rent, $4.08; clothing $3.00; sundries, 
$3.18; a total of $19.90. The total in- 
creased steadily until July, 1920, when 
{t reached $40.76. The iteme were: 
food, $16.48; fuel $3.64; rent $6 33; 
elothing $7.38; sundries, $6.50. There
